ah BETROTHAL IN HIGH LIFE. 


We are going to tread upon tender ground. We tread it after long and | 


mature consideration, and with great reluctance, only in obedience to a strong 
 gense of the duty which we owe to the community, whose interests we seek to 
| serve, to whose feelings we try to give expression, and whose views we 
endeavour to represent. The principle that conscience is a private sanctuary 
and sacred, into which a stranger has no right to intrude, is so universally 

acknowledged that we never take any notice of family events, however gratify- 


ing, or however distressing they may be, holding as we do with the thoughtful | ation of the modus operandi of the Deity for producing the impression of thie fact, 


in general that from their very nature, they are altogether excluded from the 
domain of publicity. But when a family stands so prominent before the world 
as that ofthe Rothschilds, when it hasfortwo generations been so fu!ly at one with 
the community, in which the members occupy a foremost position, one of whose 
chief ornaments they are, beloved and respected, and exercising on it, for weal 
or for woe, for good or for evil, an influence such as is enjoyed by no other in 
Israel—such a family can no longer be regarded as private, and all its movements 


and every incident marking the career of everyone of its members are discussed © 


and conned throughout the whole community, become subjects of comment, and 
of general gratification, or grief, as the case may be. It is the case of a city on 


a hill that cannot be hidden, and it is the penalty which an exalted position — 


~ has to pay, that it cannot from the fierce light beating about it retire at pleasure 
into the privacy of unobserved life. ‘The community would have been delighted 
and given expression to this sentiment had it been rejoiced * with the intelligence 
that at least one of the gifted daughters of that member of the family who 


more and longer than any other had been identified with the highest and most 


sacred aspirations of his people, had helped on more than any other its 
most spiritual efforts and most glorious achievements, would keep up and 
perpetuate the blessed memory of the father in the ranks of those whom he so 
well and so zealously served, and to the promotion of whose welfare he had 
devoted the best years of his life. Why, therefore, should we not be allowed 
to give expression to our sadness, to our profound grief, now that this hope has 


been cut off from us, now that the chance is lost for ever to see scions that may | 


perpetuate his name one day to occupy the honoured place of him whose absence 
we have not ceased to mourn? Yes, the community has experienced the most 
- poignant grief at the intelligence received, hardly mitigated by the consideration 
of any joy that it may bring to the circle immediately concerned. The appre- 
hension of the consequence wLich this alliance may produce in the community 
by the example thus set casts a still gloomier shadow over the communal sad- 
ness. The rabbinical query is on every lip, “If the flame seized on the cedars, 
how will,fare the hyssup on the wall : if the leviathan is brought up with a hook; 
how will the minnows escape?” From him to whom much is given much is 
expected. Great souls are called upon to make great sacrifices. And was there 
among the millions of brethren-in-faith all over Europe no one of sufficient talent, 
sufficiently cultured, sufficiently high-minded, to be deemed worthy to be received 
into the family circle, that this honour must bé bestowed upon one who must 
necessarily estrange the partner from her people? Seek, and you will find ; knock, 
and the door will be opened. May it not be presumed that if opportunities had 
been as.freely afforded for intercourse with high merit in Jewish ranks as it was 
with that in other. circles that racial feeling and religious considerations would 
lave inclined the balance in a direction as gratifying to the community as it is 
now distressing ? We have given vent to the sadness which fills our heart, and 
are prepared for all the obloquy and all the blame with which our daring will be 
condemned. There are the personal friends, the flatterers, and those laid under 
special obligations, who will raise an outcry against editorial presumption. 
These we have already answered. We are the servants of the public, and not 
of individuals. We endeavour to represent the community, and not private 


persons, There are the pseudo-liberals, who will have much to say about the | 


impudence of dragging private concerns into public discussion. To these we 
have already declared that did we take their view of the matter we should also 
have fellowed their opinion. We can aseure them that every one of them might 

give his daughter in marriage to the stranger, and marry his son to one out of 
Israelitish fellowship, and no notice would be taken of the incident in these 
columns. And, lastly, there are the indifferentists, those who are Jews simply

not leave the community because they are too indolent for the effort, or because 
nething is to be gained by the move, who, like a ball, are ijnienpeeihi simply 
because the slight force nevessary to overcome the vis inertia is not at hand.

DEFINITION OF JUDAISM, | 
The definition given of Judaism to Unitarians, in a circular issued to them, that 
a 1s simply belief in the unity of the Deity will hardly satisfy eitherthe Orthodox or 
Reform sections of the community. This definition simply identifies Judaism 
with Theism. But although Judaism is Theism, it is,in addition, a great deal more.

the idea of Theism itself, there is a radical difference between its conception by 


the Jew and the ordioary Theist. The latter, as a rule, has evolved the notion of 


His moral sentiment, and perhaps aleo 
his intellect, have come to this conclusion. It is avowedly an internal process. 
An external element is quite out of the question. With the Jew the conception 
of the Deity is primarily a product of revelation. He believes that the Deity 
has revealed Himself externally to the prophets of His people. Reason and — 
moral sentiment may confirm him in this conviction, but they did not originate 
it. It originated in authority. And in this respect it is a matter of indifference 


whether the revelation in which he believes was an external or internal process, 


so long as itsreality impresses itself upon him as an external fact. With the explan- 


Judaism does not meddle. Metaphysical speculations are not the business of 
Judaism. But after belief in the Deity has been received from revelation, there — 
are grouped around this fact, emanating from the same source, a number of 
moral precepts which the science of ethics no doubt can prove, but which he 
again receives on authority, and a number of other commandments all regulating 


external life, of which Theism knows nothing. These commandments have : 


objects which Theism does not recognise. They serve to impress this belief 
internally or to express it externally, to symbolise it and to single out the pos- 
sessors of this revelation as its custodians and champions. The people to whom 


this revelation was given has, moreover, a most ancient and marvellous history. 


Many of the commandments given this people spring from this history, and are 


closely associated with it. This people, moreover, has, like every other nation, © 
passed through manifold stages of development, each of which has left its 


imprint upon the character of the race and its laws. Asit has its history, so 
this peopie has also its peculiar traditions, customs and practices. 
therefure, is far from being that simple organism represented by pure Theism. 
It is, in fact, a very complex orgariism, the constituents of which are theistical, 
moral, ceremonial, historical and racial, so blended together, so saturated with 


each other, so entwined as to form a homogeneous mass which it may be 


possible, theoretically, for the sake of taking them in mentally, to divide into 
categorics ; but which, practically, represent a perfect unity. Unitarians would, 


therefore, be misled were they to be made to believe that because they hold in 


common with Judaism the belief in the Divine Unity, therefore, the two are so near 
each other as to occupy identical ground. Far from it. Unitarianism, in as far 
as itis a branch of the Christian tree, however far outlying, of course draws its 
nourishment from the same roct.

development or even the outcome, but the absolute negation of Judaism, There 


yawns a chasm between Judaism and Christianity which, while the latter remains 


as it has been moulded by gentilism in the course of time, nothing can fill. 
A Jew that should join Unitarianism has as <¢ffectually s .parated himself 
from the ancestral religion as if he had joined any other Christian sect ; 
a Jewish Theist is a real misnomer. It is a contradictio in adjectivo. As a Jew 
he has racial duties, which, as a Theist, he does not recoguise. As a Jew, iie has 
certain historical cbligations—noblesse oblige—which, as a deserter, he has cast 
off. No, a Jew is a great deal more than a Theist or a Unitarian either. He 
is both, but at the same time a heaven-appvinted custodian of the most precious 
jewel entrusted by God to man. And this office induces hundreds of solemn 
reflections and considerations, and lays upon him scores of special obligations 
from which he cannot arbitrarily withdraw without deserting the post assigned 
to him by Providence. It is Providence itself, not man, that makes the Jew. 
He may turn his back upon his God and his people, just as a soldier may desert 
his standard. But this act neither frees him from his duty nor from the grave 
responsibilities imposed upon him,

APPEAL FOR THE INDIAN RELIEF FUND. | 

We must prepare for being misjudged. We are going to say something 
which may be construed as uncharitable, although it is not meant so. But at 
_the very risk of being misunderstood, and, consequently, wronged, we will say 
that in our opinion the special appeal for the Indian Relief Fund put forth by 
the Rev. the Chief Rabbi and addressed to the ministers was untimely. We 


feel as much for our famine-stricken fellow-subjects in India as any Englishman. — 


We yield to none in sympathy for them, and would be as ready as anybody else 
to exert ourselves in their behalf to the utmost. But we should do so in our 
capacity as Englishmen, not as Jews. As Englishmen, every English Jew is 
bound to respond to the general appeal to the best of his ability. Every member 
of the community is bound to contribute his mite to the local fund. Buta 


special appeal by the religious chief frora the pulpit should be reserved for 


special objects involving Jewish interests exclusively. It is the last and only 
resource which the Jew can have when any special calamity befals his people, or 


any special object is to be obtained fortheir benefit ; and itshouldbekept in reserve | 


for this purpose. It is true that our neighbours addressed appeals from the 

pulpit to their flocks. But our Christian friends are in this respect differently 
situated. They have never to relieve the misery brought on any section of 
them by religious persecutions as the Jews unfortunately but too often have. 
If there were a persecution they would have quite other means to obtain 
redress than there are at the disposal of the helpless Jew. The thunder of the 
cannon would soon bring the persecutor to his senses. Had any section of 
Protestants or Roman Catholics had to endure a tithe of the cruelties to which 
‘ the Jews of Roumania were subjected how soon she would have been called to 


an account. Again, there is no object beneficial to the general population, but 
the aid of the government corporations or municipalities may be relied upon, 
But the Jew stands alone. He has to bear in common with his fellow-subjects 
the general burden, and, in addition, that of his community quite alone. Hg» 
stands unaided and isolated. He has to depend solely upon himself. Take, for 

instance, the Turkish Sufferers’ Relief Fund. The appeal has been repeatedly — 
inserted in the general papers. The announcement has teen made that the relief 
shall not be confined to Jews exclusively. The calamity brought on the Bu). 
garian Jews is exclusively the work of Christians—Russians and Bulgarians, 
How many donations have been received from the general population? The 


truth must be said, however unpalatable it may be. Our Christian neighbours _ 


are, as a rule, ready to open their purses in behalf of Jews only whe expecta- 
tions of conversion loom in the horizon. Christian charity 1s for the Christian, 
whatever Jewish charity may be. In this special case under comment two 


other specific Jewish appeals were before the community. For neither of them 


was the clergy invited by the Chief Rabbi to plead from tke pulpit. The 
interposition of a third cannot but interfere with the two of special interest. 
The charity fund, however great communal benevolence, is, after all, limited, 
You cannot overdraw in one direction without curtailing liberality in another. 


And if the current of benevolence should slacken in the two specifically Jewish 
directions there is reason to fear that this would be the consequence of the 
untimely interposition of the third appeal from the pulpit. Yet the latter has 


the whole English people to fali back upon, while the former can only depend 
upon the handful of Jews. Special appeals from the pulpit at the invitation 


of the religious chief should be reserved exclusively for specifically Jewish 


objects.

THE DWELLINGS OF THE POOR.—A SUGGESTION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I observe, from an advertisement in the Times, that the leases of 
several houses in Bell Lane, White’s Row and Tenter Ground, Spitalfields, are to be 
disposed of at the end of this month. It seems to me that if this property could 
be obtained at a moderate price, it would be a rare opportunity for some of our 
philanthropic coreligionists to improve the condition of our poor. It is well- 
known that the great source of poverty is the high weekly rents that are charged 


for small, ill-ventilated, ill-conditioned rooms, and the stinted accommodation 


to which they are thereby driven for their families. Where the average rental 
for one such room is 4s. a week, and the earnings of the bread-winner 10s. or 
12s., it will be seen that not much is left for food and firing, to say nothing of 
saving money. It does not require much penetration to see that under such 
conditions it is not easy for poor persons to rise into a better state, but they 
must continue to be a frequently recurring burden to the community. Now, if 
it were possible for the property now for sale to be secured, put into a habitable 
conditions, and let in apartments of at least two rooms at a moderate rate, say 
4s. for the two rooms, or less, if possible, we should, I am satisfied, soon see the 
benefit arising to our poor. They would thus be provided at a cheap rate with 
good accommodation for their families, whereas at present they have insufficient 


rooms, and these in so dilapidated a state that though scrubbing and washing 


may keep the surface clean, the eye is everywhere offended by unsightly rents, 
It will be said we have model lodging-houses ; this is cer- 
tainly a great boon, but even were these sufficient in number the terms charged 
are beyond thy reach of the very poor. Then, again, the locality of the dwell- 


| ings now about to be sold is in the immediate vicinity of our great Free Schvol, 


in itself an important feature, which can only be duly appreciated by those 
acquainted with the poor neighbourhoods. To see the shoals of healthy, cheerful 
young faces pouring outof this magnificent establishment at four o’clock is a sight 
not to be forgotten. That the locality is healthy is a well-known fact, and the 
young folks have among others the inestimable advantages of the large, well-. 


ventilated schools and class-rooms, and the airy bright playgrounds. 


I am speaking, as will be understood, merely inthe way of suggestion, 
which [ hope other, more competent, persons may see their way to put into 
effect and carry out. The large and costly staff of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
might perhaps be utilieed for the object mentioned, thus consulting the wishes 
of those who desire that with a view to the organisation of charity, all objects 
designed for the relief of tne poor should be an adjunct to that institu.ion ; and 
although I personally attach less importance to this point, I also should see 
advantages in a scheme designed for improving the dwellings of the poor, and 
eae? the raising of their moral condition being carried out by that important

KOSHER BAKERIES.

and now we find them appearing where and when we least expect them, The North: — 
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Easterly quarter of the metropolis can already boast of at least four such establish- 


ments, This makes me ask, Is there really anything in such appointed v5 bakeries 


with a Wi as safeguard for our conscience, or is it only a big humbug for puffing 


I sincerely believe that bread-making requires as much care as cooking, if we 
wish to eat a V%'3 meal, since bakehouses in London are, as a rule, public kitchens, 
where dinners are baked for whoever chooses to entrust the baker with that task, for 
a trifling payment. And if we refer to the advertisements of some of these 1U%5 
bakers, we actually find they call themselves “cooks, confectioners and restaura- 
teurs,” but their shops, as a passing glance at their windows will show, teem with 
all sorts of viands, none, of course, "W’, or they would not be in such close company 
with the undoubted M57 sausage roll and ham. This makes me think that we 
ought to take the matter into our own hands by forming a small co-operative asso- 
ciation, which may gradually be extended, and thus, having an unlimited control, be 
certain that we really receive what we pay for, viz., WWD bread and pastry. 

If there are only a score of “sincere” Jews wishing to obtain not only for 


themselves, but also for the community at large, genuine 1W5 bread, pastry and 


cakes, let them create a capital fund of £200, and I will show them how to work 
with that sum an immediately paying business, of which they could well afford a 
good percentage to some charity, for instance, the Jewish Wards of the Metropolitan 
‘Free Hospital, and then every customer of such association would be at the same 
time a contributor to charity, thereby showing by deed that his will is good, and 
that he does not make merely hollow confessions.

REFORMED JUDAISM. 
_ [FIRST ARTICLE. ] 


We noticed, it will be recollected, afew weeks ago an article under the above 
heading by Dr. Felix Adler, of New York, published in the North American 
Revew. The second and concluding part under the same title has now appeared 
in the current number of the same very able periodical. It is mueh more 
interesting and much inore important than its predecessor, which was in fact 
only an introduction to its successor. At the same time, however, it is 

It shows us clearly enough how skilfully and 
zealously reform, especially in Germany, worked at the dissection of Judaism, 
laid bare all its constitueuts, and deeply penetrated into its organism, but only 
for the purpose of losing itself in a bewildering maze of speculations and 
attempts at evolving from their inner consciousness a new structure that. 
should replace that so ruthlessly destroyed by them. The article, if not 
exhaustive, is certainly most instructive, showing as it does that a reform 
movement ihat does not gush forth from full conviction, that does not take 
sufficiently into account the soul’s emotional side, that has objects in view 
distinct and apart from the domain of religion, and only uses religion as an 


agent for the attainment of objects lying quite outside its sphere, can only end, 


aud this deservedly so, in failure. Religion is an objectfin itself, and cannot be 
debased into an instrument. The impulse tor reform must spring from the 
feeling that religion in the mould in which it has been cast by needs and 


views of ages long gone by, no longer satisfies the soul’s spiritual longings and 


is no longer a truthful expression of its sentiments. The motives must be pure. 
The force that animates it must be free from all earthly elements. It mnst not 


pretend one thing and aim at another. It must be thoroughly sincere. To aim 


at equality before the law with the general population, to prove the compati- 
bility of Judaism with the progressive ideas of the age, and the practibility of 
being at once .a patriotic citizen and a zealous son of the covenant, may be 
very laudable cbjects. But to sacrifice to them one single Iota of the established 
religious practices or to modify one single religious custom, not because it is no 
longer in harmony with the spiritual wants which they are intended to symbolise, | 
but for the purpose of currying favour with the surrounding majority, and 
cajole out of its good humour what its sense of jusiice is not ready to yield, is a 
proceeding as contemptible as it is senseless. can in the long ran not.satisfy the 
religious sentiment, and is justly so doomed to an ignominous fiasco in all 
directions aimed at. There can and must be no tampering with man’s holiest 
feelings. The sanctuary of the soul must not be desecrated by the intrasion of 
profane compromises entered into for the attainment of objects, perfect strangers 


-in the domain of religion, however important, however worthy in themselves. 
| Of all this the German reform movement has been guilty. But we mnst not 


anticipate ourselves. We mist not condemn the result until we have shown how 

it has been arrived at step by step. We shall, therefore, lay hold of the thread 
as held out by the author to the public. He justly traces the reform movement 
to Germany, and in Germany to Mendelssohn, as has been done by all writers 
who have discussed the subject. It would, however, be a mistake to suppose 
that such a movement was coolly and deliberately planned by the Berlin 
philosopher. He had no such intention, and was probably quite unconscious 
that he gave rise to a moinentous movement which in less than a century was 
to extend all over the civilised world. His activity was not that of a Luther, 


who rose with all his might against the existing religious authority of his 


church, defied it and attacked it with a vehemence, with a virulence, such as 
had not been witnessed before in Christendom. No! Mendelssohn never assailed 
the rabbis, and never set at nought either their principles or their practices. His 
tearing towards them was humble in the extreme and conciliatory, and if the 
involuntary impact upon their institution shook them more powerfully than he 
either intended or even suspected, it was because the time for the earthquake 
had come, it was because agencies were ready for the work of destruction, 


| which he unconsciously loosened. The services rendered by Mendelssohn to his 


people, are ably summarised by the doctor in these words: 

His distinguished merits as a writer on philosophy and esthetics we need not 
here pause to dilate upon, but shall proceed at once to consider him in his relations | 
to the political, social, and religious emancipation of his peop'e. In each of these — 
different directions his example and influence upon others served to initiate a series 
of salutary changes, and he may thus be appropriately terme1 the father of the 
Reform movement in its widest acceptation. It was Mendelssohn who, in 1781, 
inspired Christian Wilhelm Dohm to publish his book “ On the Civil Amelioration of 
the Jews,” a work in which an earnest plea for their enfranchisement was for the 
first time put forth. The author points to the thrift and frugality that mark the 
Jewish race, their temperate habits and love of peace, and exposes the folly of 
debarring so valuable a class of the population from the rights of the citizen. He 
appeals to the wisdom of the government to redeem the errors and injustice of the 
past ; he defends the Jews against the absurd charges which were still repeated to . 
their discredit, and strenuously insists that liberty and humane treatment would not 
only accrue tc their own advantage, but would ultimately redound to the honour 
and lasting welfare of the State. Dohm’s book created a profound impression, and — 
though it failed to produce immediate results, materially aided the cause of emanci- 
pation at a later period. | 

Again Mendelssohn was the first to break through the social restraints that 
obstructed the intercourse of Jews and Christians, and thus triumphed over a form 
of prejudice which is commonly the last to yield. His fame as a writer greatly. 
assisted him’in this respect. The grace and freshness of his style, the apparent ease 


with which he divested the stern problems of philosophy of their harsher aspects 
had won him many and sincere admirers, 


His “ Phedon” was eagerly read by 
thousands, whom the writings of Leibnitz and Kant had repeiled. On the afternoon 
of the Jewish Sabbath he was accustomed to assemble many of the choice spirits of 
the Prussian capital, among whom we mention Lessing, Nikolai, and Gleim, in his 
home, The conversation turned upon the gravest and loftiest topics that can 
occupy the human soul, The host himself skilfully guided the stream of discussion, 
and the waves of thought flowed easily along in that placid, restful motion which is 
adapted to speculative themes. The spirit that of old had hallowed the shades of 
Academe presided over these gatherings. Mendelssohn emulated the plastic idealism 
The singular modesty, the truthfulness 
and quiet dignity that ardorned his character were reflected upon the people from 
whom he had sprung, and produced a salutary change in their favour in the senti- 
ments of the better classes, 
These services were all indirect. The direct one rendered by him to his people 
and that which had the widest echo, was his translation of the Pentateuch into 
pure German, thns rendering his race in Germany at least vocal, and giving 
them a language whereby they could understand the civilisation of the world 
and make themselves understood by it. It was especially as a counterpoise to 
Talmudical studies. which, until this version appeared, absurbed all the energie 
and intellectual rays of the studious youth that it became a power. vee

RUSSO- TURKISH WAR AND 

WE have repeatedly repelled the charge urged by the philo-fussians against 
the Jews reproaching them with pursuing in this terrible war as a people a 
policy of their own, at once anti-Christian and anti- Aryan, and bave shown that the 
majority of the Hebrew race are settled in the Slavic provinces, and that they 
naturally sympathise with the surrounding populations, to a man devoted to the 
interests of Russia. We have repeatedly protested against the fanaticism of this 
philo- Russian party, which, while it considers itself at liberty to profess views and 
to make propaganda for opinions which by many who hold that war for whatever 
purpose is: un-Christian, condemn this aggression, and by still larger numbers are 
pronounced to be unpatrivtic and anti-English, attacks the Jews taxed with 
pro-Turkish sentitnents with the greatest virulence possible, for no other reason 
than because they in a free country and in an open question exercise that discre- 
tion which is the essence of political freedom and moral and intellectual liberty. 
These liberals do not begrudge the Jew his equality of right if he will only submit 
it to their superior wiscom, but inveigh against him bitterly the moment he 
dares to make an independent use of it. But while denying the existence of 
any Jewish policy in contradistinction and opposition to that of the genere] 
populitions among wuich the lot of the Jew is cast, while refuting the charge 
of any particular philo-Turkism among the Jewish people, we for ourselves cf 
the Yewish Chronicle do not deny that Turkey in this strugele of life and death 
has our best wishes, and that many members of the Anglo-Jewish community 
as benevolent, as intelligent and patriotic as their opponents

, share these 


sentiments; and this not because either they or we are Turco-philes, but because 


we and they are Russo-phobes. 


In the face of these persistent attacks, coming as’ they do from quarters 
which were at all times considered friendly to Jewish interests, and which in the 
past have undoubtedly fought the Jews’ battle, it will not be out of place to 
state clearly the considerations which have helped us and those members of the 
Jewish faith in harmony with us to form on this subject an opinion so widely 
- differing from that held by the pro-Russian party. Let an impartial public, then 

judge whether our sympathies are given on inadequate grounds, or have sprung 
from petty, unworthy motives in any way antagonistic either to Christianity or 
Aryanism. Our sympathies are based on reasons, some of which are of a 
general, and others of a special character, while a few, we willingly adinit, 
spring from strictly Jewish grounds. | 
| We sympathise with the Porte in this struggle—or perhaps, more correctly, 
we are anti- Russian—because it was undertaken on religious grounds, and, indeed, 


was proclaimed by the Czar to be a religious war. Horiible as all wars are 


revolting as they are to all moral sense, brutalising as they are to the lookers-on’ | 
no less than to the combatants, the most detestable, the most atrccivus of al] 


wars, the war which is accursed beyond any evil, which inflicts the deepest, 
most painful, and all but incurable wound, whichs leaves behind the largest 
legacy of implacable hatred, savagery and fierce fanaticism, which is destructive 


more than any other calamity, of all stirrings of humanity, of all germs of 
morality, and all seeds of culture, which robs, outrages, burns and murders with- 


out the least compunction—is a war undertaken on religious grounds. However 
great the evil which it engages to suppress, it is in itself an evil so awful, so 
gigantic and so immeasurable, as to dwarf the proportions of the atrocities 
Which it comes to punish, ‘The direst of disasters and the darkest of crimes is a 
religious war, because it unchains the fiercest passions in the human heart, gives 


full scope to every vice, and isthe fruitful parent of horrors which only a demon 


can conceive but which no pen dares describe. 
Were this the first nengiows war ' that was ever carried op, there would have 


been some excuse for Russia in embarking in it. It might be urged that in the 
absence of experience nobody could have foreseen the atrocities to which it 
would lead. But, unfortunately, no such extenuating circumstance can be 
admitted. This war was entered upon, not in the eleventh, but in the nineteenth 
century. The volume of history lay unrolled before Russia. He that runs may 
read, In it is recorded in blood-stained characters the throes and woes, the 
pangs and agonies which the Crusades brought on the human race. n may 6 
contemplated the horrors and_ atrocities, perpetrated in the war against the 
Albigenses. In it may be studied the desolation, crimes and massacres of which 
Germany was the scene in the Thirty Years’ War, when Catholicism and 
Protestantism were engaged ina death grapple. If a religious war in the moral 


_and intellectual darkness of the middle ages was an error, most deplorable—it i is 
true, and most appalling, but still only an error—a religious war viewed in the 


noon-tide of the present century, with the flood of lurid light which history has 
thrown upon contests of this nature, is not only a gross blunder, but the most 
abominable crime of which a rational, and consequently accountable being can 


be guilty. It did not require a prophetic eye to foresee all the atrocities that 


would be committed should the demon of war once be unchained. They have 
been foreseen, depicted, and deplored by the opponents of the Russian policy. 


We have pointed them out repeatedly, dwelled and commented upon them. 


The resyonsibility for all these woes, the tales of which are dished up daily by 


the correspon lents on the field of carnage, on which we breakfast, dine and sup, » 
~ and which give us the night-mare in our sleep, must rest — oor who, being 


forewarned, neverthelesss ushered them i in. 


But the war is not only religious, it is, in aadition, racial. Fanaticiem is 
heaped upon fanaticism. The two most hideous demons that can scourge and 
lacerate the human race have not only been let loose, but have been joined in 
order to render the blows they deal more weighty and penetrating, the wounds 
they strike more painful, and more difficult to heal, if curable at all. At the 
bottom of all this slaughter is Pan-Slavism. The Aeolus that let loose the 
hurricane now devastating—it may be for ages—the fair fields of Bulgaria is an 
infatuated organisation, in whose madness there is, unfortunately, method ; the 
object of which is to render the Slav dominant and thereby to consolidate his 
own despotism all over Europe, to set his heel upon Western culture, and thus to 
fling Europe back into the night and fetters from which it has for ages slowly 
and painfully struggled forth. An inferior race is by sheer numbers, violence 
and contempt of all treaties to force its yoke upon superior ones ; a high civili- 
sation is to give way before a much lower standard ; and ali the conquests and 
all the achievements of the mind effected at such cost and sacrifices—constitution- 
alism, equality beforethelaw and religious liberty—are tobe curtailed or altogether 


trampled under foot at the bidding of Russia. This and a great deal more, and worse, 


Russian supremacy in Europe would betoken. 
not leave a shadow of doubt ; 
foreign to her ; when has she ever espoused the cause of a nationality but for 
its physical enslavement, if not destruction ; but for its intellectual retro- 
gression, but for its moral debasement ? Every one of her neighbours can tell 
a tale of woe and treachery about her, and every one of them, if it was only 
weak enough and disinclined to share in her plunder and political crimes, has 
been robbed in its turn. Turkey, Poland, Sweden and Persia had to yield to her 
rapacity, province after province. Andif Austriaand Prussia have as yet been spared, 

it is because they were accomplices with her in that darkest of political crimes of 
the eighteenth century—the destruction and partition of Poland; and because 
she requires them as whitewashers of her iniquities, and as outposts against the 
West. And when, to come nearer our own days, did she ever raise her voice in 
Europe’s council, or draw her sword, but in support of despotism, oppression, 
religious persecution and treachery? She solemnly guaranteed before all 
Europe the administrative independence of Poland, and bad it distinctly embodied 
in an international statute. It was cast to the wind with a sneer the moment it 
suited her. She repeatedly incited Grecce to rebellion, and then left her when 
her own ii.terests were served, to the tender mercies of the enemy. When 


Of this, Russian antecedents do 


Hungary in her righteous cause rose to defend her ancient liberties and corstitu- - 


tion, Russian armies were set in motion to deliver the noble Magyars, bound 
baad and foot to their jailors and executioners. When the German people 
broke louse from inveterate tyranny, it was a Russian Czar who intimidated 
her, and by the countenance given to her oppressors, forced her back into her 
prison-house. 


fanaticism, it was Russia again which ccuntenanced the several pretenders. When 


the signatory Powers were ready to remonstrate with fanatic Rourmania for her - 


persecution of the Jews, it was agtin Russia which took the torturers under her 
egis. And when weakened France could no longer euforce, sword in hand, the 
solemn Treaty concluded at Paris, Russia tore it up as so much waste paper, 
scornfully flinging the shreds into the face of England. 


No doubt there have been despoiling nations before Russia entered the 
field. There have been conquerors both in the ancient and modern world, who 
have absorbed province npon province, and who have held them by the tenare 
of the sword. Rome’s tiile-deeds to the world were written in bloody 
characters, England’s possession of India, some may think, must be traced to 
the same means. But no student of history will deny that the nations subdued 
have been refined, advanced, in many respects improved, and even greatly 


benefitted by habitual contact with the conqueror, and have not rarely been so — 
much the Letter off for having had to subi it to foreign rule. Surely, nobody 


will say that the ancient Britons retrogaded in the arts,in civilisition and Latin 
culiure under Roman sway; or that India has not much more advanced and is 
not better cared for, and more justly and humanely governed under English 
rule than she could ever have been under purely native agencies. But in what 


for when has Russia ever interposed in countries — 


When the Spaniards fought to free themselves from tyranny and | 
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respect has Russia benefitted the nationalities which it has torn from the : 
parental stock, Are the inhabitants of Finland as enlightened, as cultured, as 


tolerant and prosperous as are the Swedes, from whom they were wrested by 
Russian force? Are the Poles in the former kingdom now incorporated with 
Russia as humanised, as civilised, as gently treated, as well-informed and 


‘comparatively as happy as their former compatriots under Austrian an! Prussian 
ule? And how is it that while Mahometans under English sway submit with 


resignation, if not loyalty, to English sway, the Moslems under the Russian sceptre 


prove restless, anxious to escape from their own country, for no other reason — 
than to be spared the sight of their hated masters? And this very same Russia, 
which at home tramples under foot the rights of nationalities and religious: 


liberty, which never moved a step but for her interest, never interfered but to 
intrigue and despoil, never hesitated to break the most solemn treaties, let 
alone her word of honour when it suited her purpose—this Russia now comes 
forward as the cvampion of an oppressed race and a scorned religion, and all 
this most disinterestedly, out of pure humanity! And all this we are expected 
to belic-ve. With the prophet we ask, “Can the Ethiopian change his skin or 


the leopard his spots?” And with the prophet we also reply, ‘Then may yet 


also do good that are accustomed to do evil.” | 


_ But we have also special reasons for our sympathy with the assailed in this _ 


war. We believe that the object of this war, so ostentatiously put forth, could 
have been fully attained without shedding one single drop of blood. Turkey was 
ready to yield every demand made by Europe in behalf of the rayahs, in so far as 
was compatible with her sovereignty. She gave a pledge for the sincerity of her 


~ sentiments which Russia with her million of soldiers and boundless resources, — 


and religiously homogeneous population, would never have dared to offer. And, 
indeed, every circumstance at the time showed that this time the Porte was 
quite in earnest with the promised refurms, A revolution without the shedding 
of one single drop of blood had deprived of the throne the semi-demented 
Sultan, whose incapacity and fickleness, it was admitted, was the principal 
cause of the misgovernment. A sovereign, after some interval, succeeded him, 
who it is admitted is all amiability and all toleration, who had sufficiently 
broken with the traditions of the past to justify the hope that with his reign a 
new era would begin, and a statesman was at the helm of affairs who as vali 
had proved both his enlightenment, administrative talent and power to deal 
with the new emergencies, The SULTAN gave his empire a constitution in 
which all subjects were placed on a footing of equality. If reasonable time had 
been allowed Tarkey to carry out the reforms promised, with ail Europe looking 
on and watching her, she would not have dared to break the given pledge. 
And if the pledge had been broken, united Furope would have known how to 


-enferce it. Orc if Russia preferred, she might then, with the full applause and 


support of all Christendon, have constituted herself the executor of its man- 
date. But Russia pretended she could not keep her soldiers under arms. Her 


‘stock. of patience was exhausted. But she could afford to equip whole armies, 
to drain the empire, and to bring her finances to the brink of ruin. 


But even if there had existed no such fair prospect of justice being done to 
the rayahs, the war, as experience unfortunately shows, and as has been 


| predicted by all those not blinded by religious and racial fanaticism—the war 


could not and will never accomplish the object for which it has professedly been 
undertaken. What is this object? Primarily, we are told, to secure to the 
Bulgarians, if not independence, at least autonomy, and, secondly, better treat- 


ment for the Christians in general. This autonomy was to be wrested from the 


Turk at the edge of the sword. Bulgaria was to be invaded and insurrection to 
be excited. Now, it was easily to be foreseen that the fate of the Bulgarians 


_ between the two combatants must be that of the sheep in the fight between the 


bear and the wolf, Between the two the sheep would be devoured.. Russia 


may yet succeed in wresting Bulgaria from the grip of the Turk, but never the 


Bulgarians. By the time the struggle will be over there will be no Bulgarians 
to be liberated. The Russians will massacre those suspected of siding with the 


_ Turks, and the Turks will hang those sympathising withthe Russians. And such 


will be the case in every province which the Russian will invade in order to 


liberate the rayahs. It did not require the perspicuous and consummate states-— 


manship of a GortcHakorF to foresee all this. Yet Russia, unprepared as she 
was, went to war, and before even a firm foothold was obtained in the invaded 


land, the inhabitauts were incited to insurrection and encouraged to the massacre 


of their countrymen of a different faith, if not absolutely aided in the horrible 


But we should not be quite truthful were we to conceal what we stated 
before that, apart from these reasons, we have others springing from purely | 


Jewish grounds for wishing the Ports well out ef this struggle. There ig, in 


_ the first place, a feeling of gratitude which sways our sympathy for Turkey.

Witness Eski-Zaghra, Kazanlik, and other cities ip 
which the Bulgarians, the moment they were at liberty to work their will, fell 
upon their peaceful neighbours the Jews, who never have done them any harm 
and inflicted upon them all those tortures which we have detailed in our 
columns, and which have been communicated to the public by witnesses who 
bad it all from the survivors.

The several reports 
received from Colonel Blunt, Mr. Fawcett and others show that the suffering 
among the refugees from Kazanlik, Eski-Zaghra, &c., is most intense.

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HORRIBLE ATROCITIES UPON THE JEWS OF BULGARIA. _

BUCHAREST, Spr. 23. 
So much has been written and telegraphed on the subject of Turkish and 


Russian outrages, that the ghastly subject has been worn pretty well thread- 


bare. I should not, therefore, recur to the matter if it were not that I have 
just visited some of the unhappy victims of these fearful atrocities, and their 
story throws very considerable - ps on the share of blame which undoubtedly 
attaches to the Russians in regard to this most pitiful episode in the war. I am 
not referring now to how far Russia is primarily responsible, both for the 
original Bulgarian atrocities and those which have occurred since the outbreak 
of hostilities, for it is now clear enough that the mutual slaughter, in cold 
blood, by Turks and Bulgars, would have been spared, bit for the aggressive 
war which the Czar and his advisers saw fit to inaugurate. No one by this 
time, I should think, suspects the Russian regalar troops of any participation in 
these outrages. I fear, however, overwhelming evidence will he forthcoming 
to prove that some of the most ruffianly of the Cossacks have disgraced them- 
selves by murders, outrages and robberies of the worst kind, and that the Bulgar 
friends and anxiliaries of the invading army have systematically exterminated 
~ the Massalman population and Jews, without any attempt on the part of the 
Russians to stay their hands. If the Russians are innocent of sins of commission 
in this respect, they are most distinctly guilty of sins of omission in failing to 
afford the protection that their proclamations vaunted to all peaceful inhabitants 
of the districts they invaded. it was not until yesterday I was aware that for 
the last nine or ten days there have been in Bu -harest some three hundred and 


fifty Jewish refugees, mostly widows and orphans, a miserable remnant of the 
unhappy Hebrew communities of Kezanlik, Eski Saghra, and other places in. 


Roumelia and Bulgaria, where the Russians have been carrying out their 
Ciristian mission. The unfortunate people are the guests of their coreligionists 
of this city, who, though neither numerous nor very wealthy, are nobly vindicat- 
ing the cosmopolitan Jewish reputation for charity to the poor and suffering of 

their creed. These unfortunates were received naked and starving—many died 
on the road from absolute inanition—at the Roumanian frontier, where they 
were fed, and transported from Zimnitza to the capital. Here they were clothed 
and have been sh-ltered, many in the houses of private Jewish citizens. I 
spoke to one gentleman who had tea of them under his own roof, while others 
are crowded in apartments attached to the synagogue, and fill to overflowing a 
echool belonging to the community in the Jewish quarter. Many of the women 
and children bear the scars of recently healed wounds ; and all retain unmis- 
takeable indications of the bitter sufferings and hardships to which they have 
been subjected. 

Their sad story, too-well attested, unfortunately, to admit of any doubt, is 
as follows: Before the Russian column under General Ghourko crossed the 
Balkans, the Jewish inhabitants of Eski Sagra and Kezanlik numbered over 
sixteen hundred. Three days before the Russians entered Kezanlik, the 
Kaimaikan, or sub-governor of the province, came to those places and, convoking 
the Jewish citizens, told them that invasion was imminent, and advised them 
that as they might anticipate ill treatment from the Bulgars and Russians, from 
which he was powerless to protect them, they had better leave for a place of 
safety. Acting on this suggestion they followed the Turkish inhabitants, who 
sought shelter in a forest on the Balkan-. In Kezanlik only two or three poor 
families remained. The narrator of what follows was one of the natives of 
Kezanlik, but there is no doubt what occurred there applies, with very little 
variation, to every other town and village in which these atrocities have taken 
place. Three days after the Turks and Jews had left General Ghourko’s troops 
arrived, and there were conferences between his officials and the representative 
Bulgars of the place, which resulted in the two or three Jews that remained 
being summoned and told to follow their coreligionists, and give them the 
assurance that they might return with safety and pursue their avocations in 
peace with no fear of being disturbed, as the Russians guaranteed them 


protection. On the strength of this representation the Jews set off, and after a 


four days’ search found the encampment of their friends. A long conference 
ensued, with the result of Turk and Jew refugees alike coming to the conclusion 
that it would not be safe to entrust themselves to the tender mercies of the 
Russ and Bulgars. With this answer the deputation set out to return to 
Kezanlik, aud when some six hours’ journey on the road they were met by 
another Jew messenger and five Bulgars, who were the bearers of the Grand 
Uake Nicholas’s proclamation, promising to all and sundry, of whatever creed 
or nationality, peace and tranquility, under Russian protection. Reinforced by 
the new comers, the deputation returned to the refugee camp, where, intluenced 
by and on the faith of the Imperial proclamation, the inhabitants of Kezanlik 
and Eski Sagra returned to their respective towns. For afew days after their 


return the nine hundred Jews who belonged to Kezanlik occupied themselves in- 


shaking down iato their old places, and comparing notes on the ravages that 
had been committed during their absence on the belongings which they had 
Then the Russians evacuated the town to go and attack the Turkish force 
which was approaching; and no sooner had the last soldier cleared the place 
than the Bulgars commenced operations by seizing every man, woman and 
child of the Jewish community and forcing them into the synagogue and its 
courtyard, which seems to have been fenced off with iron railings. ‘lhe richest 
men amongst them were then summoned by some of the Bulgars, and a deinand 
was made for a large sum of money. Some demur naturally arose for the 
moment, so the Balgars hastened the decision by firing volleys between the 
‘railings into the crowded courtyard, eighteen people being killed at the first 
discharge. All the money in the possession of the men was given up then 
without farther parley, the bodies of the dead being searched for their contri- 
bution, Next, a demand was made for the jewellery of the women and girls, 
and, without waiting for its delivery, the cowardly ruffians rushed in among the 
shrieking, terrified creatures, tearing off necklaces and bracelets, rings and ear 
pendants, and in many cases facilitating the operation by cutting off the ears 
or fingers of any miserable women who could not quickly enough disengage her 
rings. This occurred on a Saturday, and the next day the Bulgars devoted a 
small part to religious observance, and a great part to getling drunk, doing no 
active injury to the imprisoned Jews, but positively refusing to allow the dead 
bodies of those who had been murdered to be separated from the living. On 
the Monday morning the synagogue was invaded by crowds of half-drui.ken 
ruffians, who seized all the young women and girls, and outraged thei in the 
Sacred building in the presence of their friends. The elder of the town, Aaron 
ben Kanetti, the richest of the community, saw his two daughters seized in their 
turn, and prayed that he might be spared the horrible sight by being killed at 
once. The response to his prayer was that two men who were armed with hay 
forks laced a prong in each ear and threatened that if he attempted to turn 
away his head, they would thrust them into his brain, It is declared that the

maddened father then seized one of the forks and thrust a fork into his own 
eyes rather than witness the shameful outrage on his offspring, and as he fell 


_in agony at the feet of the Bulgars who had him in charge, they mercifully 


ended his torment by prodding him to death with the forks. After a long day’s 


murder and outrage, the nine hundred were reduced to less than half, all the 


richest men having been killed, as also all the young women and girls who had 
survived the horrible outrages to which they had been for hours subjected, 
Towards evening the music of an approaching detachment of Russian dragoons 


and Cossacks was heard, and the Bulgars then ran off, leaving the survivors for | 


a time at rest. The commander of this detachment does not seem to have taken 
any other steps than to order that the survivors should be taken under Cossack 


— escort to the town of Schipka, and he left a few of these doubtfal irregulars to 


perform the duty, marching off himself with the rest of his force. As soon as 
his back was turned the Bulgars came back, and furnishing the Cossacks with 
drink, soon bad them in a condition to co-operate fraternally in the business 
they contemplated. Then commenced a scene of carnage in which the survivors 
declare that the Cossacks, men of the Bulgar Legion, took their full share. 
Amongst other horrors it is said that men and women were impaled on the 
spikes of the iron railings, and children were pinned to the doors and seats of 


the synagogue with lances, When the surviving victims had been reduced to — 


seventy-two there was a fresh respite, by the arrival of another detachment of 
Russian dragoons, and this time the commandant left some of his own men to 
escort all that were left to Schipka. The unhappy wratches were formed into a 
chain-gang, two-and-two, and set off on their journey. After a five hours’ 
march they were halted and allowed to rest ; and soon after four Cossacks and 


_anumber of Bulgars came along from Kezanlik, still half-drunk, and parleyed 


for a few minutes with the dragoon escort, witn the result of the regulars 


setting off in haste, apparently to rejoin their detachment. Directly they were 


out of sight the Bulgars and the four Cossacks proceeded deliberately to strip 
the unhappy prisoners and murder them. One lad made his escape without 
being perceived, and before going far met another detachment of Russian 
dragoons, He told the commandant what was going on, and this officer 
proceeding at once to the spot found only thirty-four surviving, the Cossacks 
aud Bulgars taking flight with their booty as soon as he appeared on the scene. 
This time the regular escort saw them safe to Schipka, and thence they were 
marched under escort, but with no provision of food, to Sistova. They declare 
they had nothing to eat on the way except what the charitable of their own 
persuasion provided for them. Qua the road they were joined by other detach- 
ments of Jews, the survivors of massacres at other towns and villages, bringing 
up the number of refugees, as I have said, now here to 351. Many died on the 


road, and some few since their arrival here, and many have become insane from 


their sufferings. One pitiful instance of the latter affliction is that of a poor 
young widow, whose infant child died on the journey from starvation, and 
who sits rocking a ragged coverture in her arins, imploring silence at the least 
noise, in the belief that her little one is asleep in her arms. : 

As 1i0 doubt many British Jews will be anxious to assist in the philanthropic

September last. The synagogue is of original and commanding style. The 
ceremony was conducted by the Rev. S Rapaport, minister of the congregation, 
and was attended by the Mayor and many of the principal clergymen and 
leading citizens of Port Elizabeth. Three circuits of the synagogue having 
been made by the Rev. Mr. Rapaport, Mr. A. M. Jackson, the President, and 
Mr. Levison, Treasurer, bearing Scrolls of the Law, the Scrolls were placed for 
the first time inthe Ark. A prayer was offered up, after which was recited the 
usual Prayer for the Royal Family. After a blessing had been invoked upon the 
donors to the Building Fund and the congregation generally, the Rev. Mr.

The intellectual labours of the Jewish savans first became ccnuected with 
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JUDAISM AND SCIENCE.°—II. 


By Pror. M. J. ScHLEIDEN + 
The religion of the Jews was simply contained in the belief in a purely 


| iritually conceived God, and to this was attached, as essential means to holiness, 
the duty of a moral life anda true form of worship. This is already declared — 


in the Prophets. Therefore, no disputes in regard to dogmas found favour with 
them, and diverted attention from prcductive researches. Their pure monotheism 
never clashed with the results of rational thinking. Their highly developed 
moral !aws, governing the relations of men to each other, and their festivals 
founded on history, were closely connected with the entire domain of the 
sciences, Their moral laws also influenced their treatment of the sick and the 
suffering. | 

The laws written in the old Hebrew—a language partly antiquated, andnow 


difficult to understand—led them to exegesis and the science of language ; the 


contents of the laws caused them to study the science and philosophy of law ; 
the designation of the festivals brought about the study of astronomy, and con- 
sequently mathematics. Every new development of human life, every new 
situation in which they were placed by their dispersion, induced a widening and 
development of institutions, which at first had only been established for specific 
and simple purposes. And thus stimulated on all sides, they naturally soon came 
to seek for a union of thought and universal principles, and go ‘hey were brought 
to philosophy, as a shinirg centre of al] intellectual labours. 


To this was added a most fortunate circumstance : as they lacked dogma, | 


they needed no priestly caste. Although, in the Temple of Jerusalem, priests 
officiated at the ceremonial and sacrificial rites, yet tley exercised no influence 
on the faith. And the sacrifices met with disparagement even at the hands of 


the prophets, and with the destruction of the Second Temple they ceased 
altogether. | 
, And thus the Jews in their intellectual development aud researches, were ~ 


entirely fiee from all ecclesiastical influences. The purity of.the belief was 
protected by the teachers, yes, by the entire people, who, had they relinquished 
the one God, would have given up themselves. : 

It is easy to depict in one complete picture the entire intellectual develop- 
ment of the Jews, from Alexandria to the present time, and the task is made the 
more tempting, because al] our historical works entirely ignore the Jews, from 
the moment when they were no longer able to fight with the sword. That how- 
ever would demand the writing of a tulky volume, and i therefore an contented 
to dwell, in a short sketch, upon that which will show, that, during the whole of 


‘the Middle Ages, the intellectual life of the Jews remained active, and that, at 


the revival of the sciences, their work largely made such a revival possible. 

But before I proceed to a brief view of the details, I must refer to the Tal- 
mud, of which even the educated only know the name, and that it belongs to 
Judaism. It is a pendant, and in some respects a continuation, of the so-called 
Old Testament, and like this it is not a book written by one mind, or cast out of 
one mould. After the return of the Jews from exile, Ezra collected the old 
traditions of various Palestinic tribes, and the preserved remains of their litera. 
ture, and, for the purpose of giving them all a common centre, made a digest of 
them. From the standpoint of the theocratic history of the people, under the 
lead of the One God, he did not always accomplish h’s task with the greatest 
Soon after that, the Talmud was begun. The coiventional ordinances, 

artly forgot‘en and partly amalgamated with Assyrian, Babylonian, and Persian 
ideas, had to be adapted to the new co: ditions aud cirenmstances of real life. 
The Sepherim—teachers in the schools—gradually brought this about. All these 
new researches were transmitted by the a:d of faithful memories, afterwards 
vartly written down, continued for 800 years (until the sixth century) and at 
last put, as an entirety, in writing. This collected work was simply called 
“the study,” from lamad, “to learn.” It contains all the intellectual pursnits 
of the Jews, variously directec aud devoted to various subjecis. It might best 


be called a chronicle of the culture of Judaism during the time mentioned. It 
is only of late that justice is beginning to be done to this gigantic work, ard KE.» 


Deutsch was the first one to furnish a clear presentation of its character and 
contents, which, the laymen, too, can understand. To the Bible and the Talmud, 
which certainly embrace the foundations of all human life in its bighest as well 
as its lowest relations and objects, the further development of Judaism now 
became attached. The condition of the times, even then permitted that the 
labours of certain investigators should be preserved, as far as they were deemed 
worthy of such preservation separately. | 


It is hardly necessary to state emphatically that, during this two thousand | 


year old development of Judaism, all the wrong paths unavcidable to all human 
endeavours were stepped into. ‘To investigate is a duty, bnt to err is no sin,” 
said even a thousand years ago the Karaite Benjamin Ben Mose. Even in the 
schools of Hille] and Schammai—bef: re our era—imildness came in contact with 
rigid obedience to laws. In the eighth century Avan Ben David oppesed the 
elaborations and explanations of the Talwud, claiming thatthe old Holy Scriptures 
as put together by Ezra alone constituted the fountain-head of Judaismm. Thereby 
he established the sect of the Karaites (the Beni Mikra, “Sons of the Scriptures”), 


‘ which has not yet entirely disappeared, and against which the other investigators 


appeared as Rabbinites. A similar contest afterwards arose between those narrow 


minds who claimed that everything in the Holy Scriptures, even the symbols 


taken from the body, were literally meant by God, and those who with broader 
views looked upon them as purely symbolical. The latter naturally soon 
obtained the upper hand. Many other instances of this kind could be related, 


but it is not worth while; for with the Jews, physical force conld never interfere | 


in the contests. ‘he peaceful battle for truth was fonght out in the schools, and 
the victory, sooner or later, awarded to the right. And if some grains of truth 


remained in the defeated cause, it still exerted its proper influence, and fruitfully | 
| And one thing more. In those portions of the Talmud in which it was - 


attempted to explain, by philosophic achievements and poetical fancies, the more 
earnest precepts and meditations, and which were called the Agada—here, too, 
unquestionably are to be found excrescences and distortions, due to 1aomemary 
But these parts are quite unimportant, and 


the holy books of the Old Testament. To thoroughly know and eutirely 
understand the same was the first task. Most Christians no doubt believe that 


_ to them belongs the honour of Biblical criticism, and that it is a product of 


modern times ; if they will go back fifteen centuries in history they will come 

somewhat nearer to the cradle of this science. In the middle of the third 

century Simon Ben Lakisch decided that Job never lived, but was the product

of ingenious writing, and the names of the angels were borrowed by the Jews in 
exile from a foreign nation. Of more importance was the genial Saadias, who 
lived during the ninth century. He placed reason decidedly above the Bible 
and Talmud ; he explained away many Biblical wonders; for instance, the 
speaking serpent in Paradise, Baleam’s ass, &c. Saadias also translated the Old 
Testament into Arabic, at that time the most widely-spoken language, Hig 
contemporary Chiwi, of Balk, was really an atheistic-rational Biblical critic, 
At the beginning of the eleventh century Samuel Ben Chofni declared that the 
witch of Endor and the spe ches of Balaam’s ass were visions in adream, — 

Jona Marinus (also called Abulwalid) distinguished himself in the same 
manner. He elevated Biblical criticism to an independent science. At about 
the same time there lived Ben Jasus (Jizcbaki), who showed that the part relating 
to the Idumanian kings (I. Moses 36, 31 to 39), could not have been written by 
Moees, or during histime. About the middle of the twelfth century, Abraham 
lbn Ezra wrote a thoughtful commentary upon Isaiah, and indicated the now 
universally acknowledged spuriousness of the twenty-third chapter. Not legs 
it fluential were the Jews in the exegesis of the Old Testament. We can accept 
Saadiar’s translation as an important work, for, as Geiger well says, “the 
translation of a work without exegesis is impossible, as it always reproduces the 
exegetical standpoint of the original. The Septuaginta and Vulgata furnish us 
complete proofs of this.” But even before Saacias, the Bible-believing Karaites 
performed valuable work in exegesis. Rhabanus Maurus, the learned Abbé of Fulda 
in the eighth century, admits in the introduction to bis commentary to the Hol 
Scriptures that in exegesis he is greatly indebted to the Jews. R. Aaron Ben 
Moses Ben Ascher wrote acopy of the Holy Scriptures, corrected it after Masoretic 
rules, and this copy is to-day in the possession of the Karaites of Cairo. 
Solomon Jizchaki (commonly called Raschi) is the author of an excellent 
commentary upon the Bible and the Talmud. His commentary on the Bible was — 
frequently translated and used by Christians. | | . 

Much more abundant is the literature cf the Talmud, to which, after the 
Bible, most writers were attracted. The continuation, in.short sentences, of the — 
Law, the Halacha, was first collected by Rabbi Akiba in the second century, and 
this collection was called the Mishnah. A saying of Rabbi Zadoc—who lived 
before Akiba--shows how the study of the Law was characterised by the right 
spirit. ‘*Do not,” said he, “use the Law as a crown, in order to shine with it, 
or as & spade, in order to dig with it.” as 

The Talmud met with {:vo revisions. The one in Palestine, where R. Meir 
and Juda Hanassi at first «ci; | ted the Mishnah. Afterwards, additions by other | 
writers were made (the Boraita). 1. th of these parts are written in Hebrew. 
The Jews always maintained relations with Babylon, to which many of them 
resorted after tle destruction of Jerusalem. Here, after R. Simlai had philoso- 
phically revised the Agada, the entire Talmud (Mshnah and Gamarah—the 
latter in the Chaldaic) was completed. The work was performed by R Areka 
(165 to 247). The great superiority obtained by the Babylonian school over the 
one in the terribly oppressed Palestine sécured for the Babylonian Talmud, 
authentically completed by R. Aschi, Rabbina and R. Jose, for many centuries, 
its commanding authority. At the beginning of the tenth century it was 
transplanted by Chasdai to Spain. It was not till the beginning of the eleventh 
century that the Jerusalem Talmud came via Kairwan, through R. Chananel and 
R. Nissim to Spain. At first the Talmud was only committed to memory, and 
thus transmitted from generation to generation. Only a few portions were put 
in writing, and only in 550 was the whole authentically written by R. Giza 
and R. Simuna. 

The usually spartanically brief Halachas of the Mishnah, the often wildly 
fantastical inventions, or deeply philosophical reflections of the Hagadeh, were 
in parts very difficult to understand, and the teachers found tasks in explaining 
their meaning. ‘The first great commentary to the Talmud was written by R. 
Gerschom, at Mayence, in the tenth ceatury, while his brother, R. Machir, pre- 
pared a dictionary to the difficult parts of the work, calling it “ Alpha-Beta.” 
At about the same time, the celebrated poet and man of learning, Samuel Halevi 
Ibn Nagrela, of Granada, wrote a commentary to the entire Talmud, which was 
soon followed by an equally excellent work, prepared by Solomon R. Jizchaki of | 


France. The conclusion to these Talmudical notices must be furnished by the 


man, who more than any one else represented the intellectual masters of Judaism, 
and their superiority to all their contemporaries. The first work of Rabbi Moses 
ben Maimun (Maimonides), was a clear and Juminous commeptary to the 
Mirhnah, entitled Siradscb, “The Hlumination,” which he published in the 
Arabian language in 1168, when he was thirty-three years of age. The most 
important prefaces to the six divisions of this work were afterwards collected, 
and under the title “ The Portal of Moses,” separately published and frequently 
translated into Latiu. 6 1t as Maimonides was not satisfied with his first work; 
he prepared a later and more important one: The Mischnah-Thora (afterwards 
called, referring to Moses, v. 34, 12, Jad-Hachasakah, “The Strong Hand”). It 
is a gigantic work, a completely arranged ard distinct exposition of the entire 
contents of the Talmud, in fourteen (Jad) divisions. The entire work was fre- 
quently translated into Latin, and the s:parate parts also met with nunerous — 
tianslations. The work created a great sensation, obtained a wide-spread 
influence, and threatened to push to the wall the Bible and the Talmud, and 
might have done considerable injury to Judaism, for Maimonides had allowed 
himself tu set up thirteen articles of faith, which might easily have become 
dogmatic fetters. | | 

These are some of the most weighty works concerning the Talmud ; the 
whole literatnre of it is immeasurable. At the beginning of the sixteenth 
century (1520), tne Talmud complete first appeared io print, and afterwards 
printed editions freque.tly appeared, though often greatly distorted. We lack 
even at the present day carefully prepared critical editions. although sach a one - 
IL is possible to prepare. |

BBNI-ISRAEL.—Can any of your readers inform me where I can obtain authentic information 
from Jewish sources of the Beni-Israel of India ?—INQuIRER. |

THE JEWISH CALENDAR.—In reply to the query of “A Young Jew,” I think it better to give 
him a brief sketch of the manner in which the Jewish Calendar was originally fixed. Watchers 
were appointed to bring tidings to the Sanhedrin of the appearance of the New Moon. Upon this 
information being received the Sanhedrin fixed the day when the New Year was to be observed 
As these personal observations were occasionally liable to error, they were checked at a later 
period by astronomical calculations. Upon the suspension of the Sanhedrin, the Calendar was 


arranged upon a more permanent basis. The present Calendar we owe to Hillel the Second, of 


Tiberias, and it is undoubtedly the most perfect Calendar extant. It is so arranged that all 
deficiencies are allowed for in a cycle of 19 years. It is a marked contrast to the Gregorian 
Calendar, which is imperfect, as in the year 2000 the accumulation of errors will have reached a 
whole day. In the permanent arrangement of the Calendar, it occurs, in accordance with the 
principle followed by the Sanhedrin, that certain Festivals cannot fall upon particular days, and 
under this arrangement the Day of Atonem:nt, as I have previously mentioned, cannot occur on a 
Sunday, Tuesday or Friday. This arrangement, therefore, is no modern innovation, but dates 
_ back from high antiquity. The reasonsI have aiso previously explained. The marvellous excellence 
of our Calendar is thus increased.—P. | | | 

} The Jewish Calendar when permanently fixed, was so arranged that the Day of Atonement 
could only fa:l npon Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and Saturday. The Calendar was so originally 
arranged, that it cannot deviate from this rule—Davip A. COHEN. | | 


NOTE. 
THE JEWISH YEAR.—The Jewish civil year, which begun on September 8 with the first day of 
the seventh month, is A.M. 5638. It is the 14th year of the 297th lunar cycle, and, therefore, it will 
be a leap year of 385 days, 55 weeks, or 13 months. The Jewish year’ is commonly composed of 12 
lunar months, consisting of 29 or 30 days each, and is adapted from time to time tothe course of the 


solar year by the use, not of intercalary days, as in the Gregorian calendar, but by the more ancient. 


device of intercalary months, The difference between a year measured by the waxing and waning 
of 12 moons, and a year measured by the earth accomplishing her path round the sun, beiag about 
1] days, there are in 19 years seven occasions on which the lunar year must be lengthened by an 
embolismic month to prevent the festivals shifting to inappropriate seasons of the year as Ramedan 
among Moslems goes the ronnd of spring-tide, summer, &c. ‘The intercalary month, is added in the 
3rd, 6th, 8th, 11, 14th, 17th, and 19th years of the Metonic cycle; and always consists of 29 days, 
Formerly it was left to the Sanhedrim to fix the year in which the intercalary month should be 
inserted, just as in ancient Rome the like duty fell to a college of priests who abused their discretion 
for electioneering purposes. The Sanhedrim were guided by no rule, but if they saw the harvest 
behind-hand so that the people would not be able to bring their sheaf offering, or the cattle weak, 
they ordered the year to be Leap year. But under the persecution of the Emperor Constanting, 
who caused the Jewish houses of learning to be closed, and permitted no Sanhedrim to assemble, the 
need was felt of a calendar based upon rules. Hillel the Second of Tiberias, fixed the calendar, and
